Senate Proceedings. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—Alter eight 


hours of runvuituous debate the sen- 
ate, shortly before 7 o'clock in the 
evening, passed th« Philippine tariff 
bill by a vote of 46 to 26. a strictly 
party vote. Mr. Tiliman and Mr. Jlc- 
Laurin, tho two senators from South 
Carolina, who on Saturday last were 
declared by the senate to be in con- 
tempt because of their fight in the 
chamber, were not permitted by voice 
or by vote to participate in the pro- 
ceedings. 


The question as to their right to 


rote precipitated a sharp debate last- 
ing nearly two hours. Mr. Turner 
(Dem., Wash.) contended vigorously 
for the right of the two senators to 
cast their votes, and he was sustained 
by Mr. Patterson (Colo.). Mr. Bailey 
(Texas) and other Democrats. They 
held that even if the two senators act- 


ually were under arrest aad in the- 
custody of the sergeant-at-arms. they 
could -d-emand that they be allowed to 
vote, as the senate had not passed on 
their case. 


Mr. Foraker, Mr. Aldrich and other 


Republicans held that the senators 
clearly could not participate in any of 
the proceedings1 of the senate until 
they had purged themselves of con- 
tempt and the senate had removed tin- 
ban placed on them.

heia that the two senators could not 
vote. «md he was sustained by a ma- 
jority of the senate. During the do- 
bate on the Philippine bill Mr. Mo- 
Comae and llr. W-ellington- of Mary- 
land became Involved in a contro- 
versy, during the course of which the 
latter declared that if Mr. McComas 
should make hss stateiae-ats outside of 
the senate chamber he would brand 
them as s. malicious falsehood.

RICE WATER NUTRITIOUS. 


:;arlon* TVnr Some British OOiceri 


Ulmcoverea This Fact. 


It is probable that few occidental 


cooks who prepare rice in various 
forms for diet are aware that in dis- 
carding the water in which it is boiled 
they are wasting what is regarded by 
the oriental as the most nutritious part 
of the food. This fact was curioualy 
proved some years since when a de- 
tachment of Europeans an« uut 
troops in India found themselves be- 
leaguered in a fort with insufficient 
tions, even of rice, to enable them to 
hold out until a force could march to 
their relief. 


It was when the ofSeers were seri- 


ously debating this problem that the 
natives approached them with what 
was regurdcd as a curious solution of 
the difficulty. If, proposed the latter, 
the Europeans took ail tlie rice, they, 
the natives, would be quite content 
with the water in which it was boiled. 
The suggestion, in place of any better, 
was adopted, when it was remarked 


j that while the Europeans found it dif- 
ficult to maintain their strength on full 
rations of rice tho natives lost none of 
their stamina by several weeks' diet on 
the water. 
When the proposal was 


made, the action of tbe natives was 
praised as one of great devotion to 
their superiors, but the sentiment was 
somewhat mollified when th<? discov- 
ery was made that the natives were 


; quite awure that the principal nourish- 
ment lay in tho water. 


Since that time Europeans in the ori- 


ent, following the custom of the na- 
tives, have given rice water to pa- 
tients, particularly in cases of cholera, 
as a last resort when no other food can 


j be retained in the stoiaach and usually 
' with good results. But the natives al- 
•ways value this water so highly that it 
is never thrown away. 


In fact, it would surprise many cooks 


to discover how much may be done 
•with this apparently worthless stock. 
| If the rice is cooked in the oriental 


i fashion—that is, boiled only so long 
| that each grain comes out of the pan 


j separate and not ns a sodden mass— 
i the water when strained off and per- 
! milted to cool will become a jolly ap- 
proaching the consistency of blanc- 
mange. To suit the occidental paiate 


i the water should be flavored with an 


j extract or otherwise the jelly may 


have rather an insipid taste.
